The  Psychic  Effects  Of  LSD 


This  past  weekend  national  radio  and 
newspapers  reported  another  unfortunate 
incident  resulting  from  the  use  of  LSD.  In 
this  incident  four  Pennsylvania  college  stu- 
dents lost  their  sight  from  staring  at  the 
sun  while  under  the  influence  of  the  drug. 

With  the  wide-spread  publicity  of  events 
such  as  this  a great  controversy  has  a- 
risen  over  the  use  of  LSD.  At  one  extreme, 
Timothy  Leary,  Alan  Ginsberg  and  others 
consider  its  use  so  beneficial  that  they  have 
founded  a new  religion  in  which  the  drug 
is  used  as  a major  sacrament. 

At  the  other  extreme,  psychiatrists,  pol- 
ice and  journalists  allege  that  LSD  is  ex- 
tremely dangerous,  that  it  produces  psycho- 
sis, and  that  persons  under  its  influence  are 
likely  to  commit  actions  dangerous  to  them- 
selves and  others  that  they  would  not  norm- 
ally commit. 

This  dichotomy  is  quite  understandable 
and  does  not  indicate  confusion  over  the 
effects  of  the  drug.  Rather  it  indicates  a 
predictable  difference  in  viewpoint  of  the 
groups  involved. 

Proponents  of  the  drug  are  primarily 
interested  in  the  bizarre  and  sensational 
experiences  associated  with  the  drug’s  ef- 
fect on  the  mind.  They  have  little  concern 
for  the  more  mundane  tasks  of  maintaining 
health,  law  and  order  and  controls  on  drug 
distribution. 

Opponents  of  the  drug’s  “recreational 
use”  are  usually  no-drug  users  charged  with 
the  responsibilities  of  law  enforcement,  drug 
controls,  health  maintenance  or  religious 
guidance.  They  are  the  groups  who  must 
handle  the  problems  created  by  the  drug 
without  the  “benefit”  of  the  drug’s  effect 
on  their  own  minds. 

In  order  to  gain  a fuller  understanding 
of  both  sides  of  the  question  we  shall  exa- 
mine the  known  effects  of  LSD.  Since  we 
are  dealing  with  a drug,  it  should  be  kept  in 
mind  that  drugs  interact  within  the  user’s 


system  and  may  induce  a wide  variety  of  ef- 
fects depending  on  physiological  modifica- 
tion. A drug  that  puts  one  person  to  sleep 
may  stimulate  another. 

Chemically,  LSD  is  believed  to  block  the 
action  of  serotonin  by  occupying  the  sero- 
tonin receptor  site  in  the  brain.  Conse- 
quently, serotonin  cannot  act,  and  this 
throws  the  serotonergic  system  out  of 
whack.  It  is  also  possible  that  LSD  alters  the 
structure  of  the  blood-brain  barrier  so  that 
certain  psycho-active  substances  present  in 
the  blood  can  enter  the  cells  and  fluids  of 
the  brain. 

In  layman’s  terms : one  of  the  chemicals 
that  prevents  the  overstimulation  of  brain 
cells  is  not  produced  and  the  system  becomes 
over-excited.  Once  this  stage  is  reached  the 
reaction  is  subject  to  unique  modifications 
before  final  epression. 

This  is  where  an  LSD  trip  becomes  a 
highly  individualistic  experience.  With  the 
normal  stops  removed  existing  sensations 
and  impulses  can  find  outward  expression 
Relatively  normal  experiences  are  amplified 
to  almost  monumental  proportion  by  the 
overstimulated  brain  cells. 

This  effect  of  the  drug  has  given  rise 
to  the  misconception  that  LSD  causes  psy- 
choses. Sociologists  and  psychologists  view 
a psychosis  as  a complex  syndrom  of  causal 
relationships.  Rather  than  causing  such  a 
syndrom  LSD  creates  a mental  framework 
through  which  normally  repressed  condi- 
tions may  find  expression  as  a psychosis. 

Thus  the  mental  amplification  of  exist- 
ing impulses  together  with  the  expansion 
and  heightening  of  experiences  under  the  in- 
fluence of  LSD  is  extremely  exciting  for  the 
experimentalist  and,  at  the  same  time,  pro- 
blematical for  those  concerned  with  an  or- 
derly, trouble-free  society.  A trip  may  re- 
sult in  a sur-realistic  trip  or  a mind-crush- 
ing freak-out  and  no-one  knows  which  until 
it’s  started.  Next.  . .Other  Campus  Drugs.

It  utilizes 
excerpts  from  films  and  tape  re- 
cordings, graphs,  statistics,  maps, 
pictures  and  historical  cartoons. 
During  the  course  Dr.  Poll  inter- 
views 10  faculty  experts  on  related 
areas  to  give  an  important  degree 
of  team  teaching. 

“Traditional”  material  is  de- 
emphasized  to  permit  more  time 
on  historical  concepts  with  present- 
day  significance. 

The  televised  course  has  been 
taught  to  more  than  10,000  students 
since  it  was  begun  in  1964  by  Dr. 
Poll.  He  is  professor  of  history 
and  political  science  and  associate 
director  of  the  Honors  Program.

Freshman  Coed  Wins 
Dream  Trip  To  Paris

In  fulfillment  of  one  of  her  life’s 
dreams,  Janice  Widdison,  a BYU 
freshman,  is  going  to  Paris, 
France,  this  summer. 

Janice  studied  French  four  years 
in  a Van  Nuys  high  school  prior 
to  coming  to  BYU. 

The  Federation  of  the  French 
Alliance  in  the  U.S.  sponsors  an 
annual  nation  wide  essay  contest 
with  a prize  of  a month  in  Paris. 

The  BYU  French  classes  were 
all  assigned  to  enter  the  contest 
which  required  a 500  word  es- 
say on  “The  French  book  that  in- 
fluenced my  life  the  most.”

May  Mean  Escalation 


VIENTIANE,  Laos  (UPI)-The 
Royal  Lao  government  said  Mon- 
day North  Vietnam  had  used  planes 
against  ground  targets  in  Laos  for 
the  first  time.  Such  a move  would 
mark  a major  escalation  of  the 
Southeast  Asian  conflict. 

An  official  communique  also  re- 
ported a major  Communist  attack 
against  the  Laotian  fortress  of  Nam 
Bac  by  5,000  or  more  troops  in  a 
threat  to  the  royal  capital  of  Luang 
Prabang  and  said  the  airfield  at 
Luang  Prabang  was  hit  by  a five- 
hour  commando  raid. 

The  communique  said  four  North 
Vietnamese  Antonov-2  fi  g h t e r- 
bombers  bombed  and  strafed  the 
town  of  Mugon  Yut,  20  miles  west 
of  the  Communist  base  of  Sam 
Neua  in  Laos  and  80  miles  east  of 
Nam  Bac,  the  Dien  Bien  Phu-like 
fortress  acting  as  a barrier  for 
Luang  Parbang.  Four  civilians 


GOP  Claims 
Aid  Programs 
Cause  ‘Chaos’ 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - A Re- 
publican policy  committee  is  pro- 
posing broad  changes  in  federal 
aid  programs,  which  it  claims  are 
causing  chaos  in  state  and  local 
governments. 

The  GOP  report  called  aid  pro- 
grams “the  main  cause”  of  in- 
creased centralization  of  power  in 
Washington.  It  said  more  than  400 
programs  cost  $17  billion  a year. 

President  Johnson  has  recog- 
nized flaws  in  the  present  organiza- 
tion of  these  programs  but  has 
merely  paid  “lip  service  to  the 
principles  of  federalism”  in  ef- 
forts to  approve  them,  the  Repub- 
licans claimed. 

The  recommendations  were  out- 
lined Sunday  in  what  was  called  a 
final  report  from  the  Republican 
Coordinating  Committee  on  the  Re- 
storation of  Federalism.  The  com- 
mittee comprises  congressional 
leaders,  governors  and  other  high- 
ranking  Republicans. 

Conceding  that  the  federal  bud- 
get deficit  prevented  carrying  out 
the  Republican  proposals  now, 
they  said  a start  could  be  made  in 
the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1. 


were  reported  killed. 

It  said  two  of  the  planes  were 
shot  down  and  that  the  other  two 
escaped.  The  planes  were  felled  by 
machine  gun  fire  apparently  from 
Meo  tribesmen,  the  American- 
backed  guerrillas  who  have  har- 
assed the  Communists  and  their 
supply  lines  in  the  area  near  the 
North  Vietnam  border. 

There  was  no  immediate  explan- 
ation of  the  three  Communist  at- 
tacks but  there  were  indications 
they  were  mounted  to  draw  pres- 
sure off  the  Ho  Chi  Minh  supply 
trail  to  South  Vietnam.  American 
and  Laotian  planes  have  been 
bombing  the  trail  heavily. 

In  addition  Meo  tribesmen  led 
by  Gen.  Vang  Pao  have  roamed 
through  the  area  for  years  attack- 
ing Communist  supply  lines  near 
the  borders  of  North  Vietnam. 
Vang  Pao  had  worked  with  U.S.  in- 
telligence agencies  for  five  years 
before  he  and  his  troops  were  com- 
missioned into  the  Royal  Lao  Army 
two  years  ago.

“The  Republic  of  Vietnam  most 
naturally  should  have  the  central 
role  in  any  development  relating 
to  the  events  in  Vietnam,”  Thieu 
said  in  an  address  to  Vietnamese 
newspaper  editors. 

“To  overlook  this  normal  setup 
is  to  give  leeway  to  the  Communist 
tendentious  propaganda,  and  dam- 
age the  success  of  our  common 
cause. 

I regret  to  say  that  in  the  past 
our  allies  sometimes  have  not 
avoided  these  pitfalls  by  placing 
themselves  at  the  center  of  peace 
efforts  in  Vietnam.” 

Turning  to  the  question  of  hot 
pursuit,  Thieu  said:  “We  cannot  tol- 
erate that  Viet  Cong  use  Cam- 
bodia territory  as  a sanctuary  to 
launch  attacks  against  us.”

Romney  Reveals  War  Ending  Plan 


KEENE,  N.H.  (UPI)  - Gov. 
George  Romney  of  Michigan  pro- 
posed Monday  night  the  “guaran- 
teed neutralization”  of  Vietnam, 
Laos  and  Cambodia  by  removing 
foreign  military  troops  or  bases 
and  eliminating  alliances. 

Romney,  speaking  at  Keene 
State  College,  said  he  would  un- 
dertake the  “guaranteed  neutrali- 
zation” of  the  three  Southeast 
Asian  countries  if  he  is  elected 
president. 

The  Republican  presidential  can- 
didate said  his  plan  would  require 
“removal  of  foreign  military 
troops  or  bases  in  the  area  and 
there  would  be  no  alliances  by  na- 


tions in  the  area  with  outside  blocs,  j 
either  Eastern  or  Western.” 

Romney  said  he  could  supply  the 
new  leadership  necessary  for  the 
neutralization  resulting  in  the  four 
Indochinese  states  being  “de-fused| 
from  cold  war  conflict— conflict, 
liberated  from  the  destructive  pre- 
sence of  a so-called  ‘war  of  na- 
tional liberation,’  and  relieved  of 
the  use  of  the  threat  or  force  as  a 
way  of  resolving  disputes  or  pur- 
suing political  goals  on  their  ter- 
ritory.” 

He  suggested  Saigon  and  the  Na- 
tional Liberation  Front  (NFL) 
work  out  the  basic  settlement  to 
include  cessation  of  fighting  and 


supervision  of  the  neutrality  by  a 
political-military  presence  working 
under  a special  international  com- 
mission. 

An  agreement  would  be  needed 
among  the  several  powers  involved 
to  end  hostilities  which  could  be 
worked  out  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Geneva  Conference
